The arrest last Friday of a seven- 
man gang, accused of a bizarre plot to 
dynamite the Redmond City Hall and a 
power sub-station as a prelude to bank 
robbery, resulted from what may stand 
as some of the best law enforcement 
work in this region’s history.

For the past month, Walter Peyson and I have been hunted by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation* 

The supposedly legal government of the United States has declared 
that we are fugitives from Justice* The fact is that we aro fugitives 
from injustice* 

We are fugitives, not because we made machine gun3, or robbed banks 
or kidnapped little girls* We are fugitives because we dared to openly 
oppose those traitors in our own government who have destroyed our 
Constitutional Republic and are rapidly replacing it with a bureaucrat ic 
dictatorship* We are not criminals - we are political refugees in cur 
own land* 

For eight years the Minutemen have attempted to alert our fellow 
Americans to the vast extent of communist infiltration and subversion 
within our federal government. For seven years the leaders and known 
members of this organization have been subjected to constant harassment 
by various agencies of that government — including the F.B.I.-, the 
Internal Revenue Service, and the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division 
of the Treasury Department* 

I have been accused of income tax fraud, kidnapping, carrying 
a concealed weapon, illegal posession of machine guns, illegal 
manufacturing of machine guns, illegal posession of boaba and bombshells, 
illegal transportation of firearms, and contributing to the delinquency 
of a minor* Each of these accusations has been false. Ha ny irtra the 
result of deliberately planned frame-ups. 


In most cases ny innocence has already been proven - but .-;t o. 
terrible price in time, money, effort, heartache, and nervous "'energy* 


In other cases the- U»S. District Attorneys have obtained 
convictions through the use of perjured testimony and paid- profess IcmsjlI 
witnesses* Friendly witnesses were threatened into silence while 
financial supporters were intimidated* Following conviction the federal 
court has sentenced us to long prison terms on charges where other 
first offenders received only fines or suspended sentences* Those case 3 
might also bo reversed by higher courts if enough more time and 
money could be found to fight on effectively.- 


During all this time I 'nave been the victim of vicious smear 
and rumor campaigns. My family, has been subjected to constant harassment. 
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co— workers have been threatened, blackmailed, intimidated, and 
arrested on false charges* In some cases, F.B.I. or A.T.T.U. agent 3 
have called on their employers over and over again until they finally 
lost their jobs.' 

Our offices have been burglarized* Our phones have been tapped* s 
Our mail has been opened* Our homes have been illegally searched* 
Thousands of dollars worth of cameras, guns, tape recorders, money, 
and othei' personal possessions have disappeared into the pockets of the 
searching officers. 

A few weeks ago a federal grand jury was called in Seattle, 

^ Washington. The lay members of such grand juries have little knowledge 
of legal procedures - . They are easily led to any desired verdict by 
the one sided testimony presented by the smooth talking District 
Attorneys, suave F.B.I. agents, and glib tongued professional stool- 
pidgeons willing to tell any story - for a price* 

From such one-sided "evidence” (including a "doctored" taps 
recording) the Seattle gi'and jury was persuaded to indict several 
members or supposed members of the Minutemen on the ridiculous charge 
of "conspiracy to rob banks". In spite of the fact that Walter Peyson 
has not been in the state of Washington for six years and I havn ' t 
been there in more than a year, we were also indicted as co-conspirators. 


After learning this from confidential sources of our ox-rip ww 
contacted attorneys :Ln Seattle and asked them to arrango terras by which 
vre could turn ourselves in and make bond. These attorneys were promised 
that, if we gave ourselves \ip voluntarily, we would be arraigned promptly 
and set free on $7,500.00 bond each pending trial* 


My wife began trying, to raise the $1,500.00 bondsmans foe. Before 
this could be done, however, our informant discovered that this was only 
a trap to draw us in. The amount of bond had actually boon sat sbtfour 
times the amount stated — ?/»0,000»00 for just two defendant.. » c.uu 
professional bondsman who had already agreed to make the bond decided, 
after a call, from the F.B.I., that he could not do so. This vms a tactic 


not unfamiliar to us as federal agents had done the same thing, in 
Kansas City when one of our members needed to make bond there.* 


A second bondsman was found who agreed to post the bond proviaod 
the full amount was secured by property in addition to his US, 000*00 
non-returnable fee. Once again our families set out to mortgage their 
homes and all they owned to guarantee bonds.- Cnee again a call from the 
F.B.I. and this bondsman backed out also. 

By this time the full extent of the plot against U 3 had been 
learned* A long series of conspiracy charges were to be presented against 
'us - one after another aftei* another Sooner or later the clay would 
surely come when we were financially, physically, and mentally exhausted* 
Unable to defend ourselves in court any longer, a life-long series of •. 
prison terms would be the inevitable result*

eighteen year old girl who hardly weighs a hundred pounds and is c.'cpoctlng 
her first baby* 


Among the collateral which ray own wif o had intended h-o pledge wno 
a majority ownership in the small chemical company which sh.:- and my family 
have helped to build during many years of hard work* After school, when 
other children have gone out to play* our children came to the plant to 
help mix powders, or fill bottles* or label cans 0 It is their business as 
much as it is mine* It will be ray families only source of income in 
case I am killed or ■ imprisoned* 


Under a government that encourages indolence* my family has proven 
that industry and hard work still have their own rewards <. hy fathor fought 
in the first World War so that families like mine could start buainoffisos

Whereabouts of DePugh and Peyson has not been established 
although USA has indicated that he is in touch with subjects’ 
attorney who will surrender the fugitives. Such surrender has 
not taken place and it is believed important to get this matter 
promptly resolved.

This is to advise that SAC Dissly of the Kansa 
City Office was contacted at 9;42 a.m., 2-21-68, and in- 
structed to immediately telephone the Bureau when De Pugh 
and/or Peyson had been apprehended. 

This is the case in which seven subjects were 
arrested by Bureau Agents of the Seattle Office on 1-26-68, 
for conspiracy to rob banks to raise money for the Minutemen 
organization. On 2-20-68, true bill indictments were re- 
turned against five of the original subjects (the other two 
are going to be tried on the basis of informations). In 
addition, indictments were also returned against De Pugh and 
Peyson, the two top officials of the Minutemen organization. 

SAC Dissly advised that De Pugh and Peyson have 
both been out of town (they live in Kansas City) and their 
present whereabouts is not known. SAC ’ Dissly .was instructed 
to advise the Bureau, if possible, befbr^^heyrare arrested; 
and simultaneous arrests of Peyson and'J^e:i^;h^ would be 
desirable. He will keep the Bureau immediately advised of 
developments. SAC, Dissly assured the Bureau he has adequate 
personnel working 6n this matter.

As a member of the Klan I rose to the rank

Pennsylvania. Later I was active in Virginia as a member 
of the Klan. Late in January, 1967, while in Kansas City, 
Mo., I telephoned Robert Bolivar DePugh at the Patriotic 
Party headquarters in Independence, Mo., identified myself 
as a "friend from Virginia" and said I wished to meet with 
him. DePugh obliged and a time and a place in Independence 
was agreed upon. A snow storm the night before our 
scheduled meeting prevented DePugh from keeping the 
appointment, so I telephoned him in Norborne, told him that 
I had to return to Virginia the next day, and asked if it 
would be all right if I drove up to Norborne to see him. 
DePugh agreed. I arrived late in the afternoon and 
immediately called DePugh at the Biolab Corporation office. 
DePugh told me to meet him at a restaurant in town. He 
came in alone. He was cagey. I could tell he didn't 
trust me. I tossed out the names of various Klansmen- 
Minutemen in the East, told him they were "burying stuff” 
for the Minutemen but that the organization was very weak 
in the Pennsylvania-Virginia area, and commented that 
[ Iwas "off his rocker." As I discussed details

about I DePugh seemed to gain confidence in me. 

I Showed DfiPUgn my ‘United Klans of America credentials but 

was unable to find my Minutemen identification card it 

was still packed in one of my suitcases. I talked of my 
dissatisfaction with the Klan, that it wasn't active enough 
in the right ways, that it was taking people's money. I 
also told DePugh that I had had a run-in with the top

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Klansman in Virginia. I said I wanted to get involved 
with the right organization, and from what I*d seen and 
heard, the Minutemen were just that. I said we*ve got to 
prepare to tight right here, just as the colonialists 
did. He was lapping it up all the way by now. I said, 

"What can I do?" He said, ,, It t s up to you. You can come 
here and work if you want, or you can go back to Virginia 
and form a resistance network." I told DePugh I had to 
return to Virginia. DePugh said, "Okay, 1*11 get you some 
of our literature." But first, DePugh wanted to see if I 
was being followed. He told me to sit in the restaurant 
five minutes after he left, then get up, walk around the 
block, and if I were being followed, two men would pick me 
up in a car. If not being tailed, I was to drive to 
another restaurant where we would resume our conversation. 

I walked around the block, climbed into my car, drove 
around Nor borne for about 15 minutes to see if I was being 
followed by the Minutemen and then proceeded to the second 
restaurant. In about five minutes, DePugh and a slender, 

dark haired, dark-complexioned man drove up in a , 

Volkswagen. The young man was in tr oduced to me as 1 — 

and I was introduced to I r bal, [ , which DePugh 

inadvertently later changed tc | " DePugh then became 

more specific about what the head oi a Minutemen "resistance 
network" was supposed to do. I was supposed to go back to 
Virginia, and set up a resistance network to actively begin 
fighting. The new strategy was to involve isolated acts of 
violence, starting around September, 1967, and timed to 
appear as a reaction to the rioting he expected this summer. 

The decision on what to do and exactly when to do it was 

fairly well left up to the individual leaders. He talked 
about things like planting bombs in police stations, city 

halls, state buildings, sniper activity although he 

didn*t say against whom — - and even a bank robbery. I 

know it sounds crazy, but he said they could stage a bank 
robbery and when all the police got there — they would 
kill them. We*d have a machine gun on the roof top, plant 
bombs and set them off by remote control, he said. This 
would incite the people to fight the police, who were the 
enemy of the people. He said this would show the people 
it could be done. DePugh told me the Minutemen already had 
run through a simulated bank robbery in Kansas City, taking 
all the necessary steps up to turning in a false alarm but 
not including the actual killing. I just took it xn stride. 
I showed no surprise or apprehension or anything. Nor did 
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I act enthusiastic about anything. DePugh also said that 
political assassinations would be necessary, mentioning 
Hubert Humphrey, Arthur Goldberg, Earl Warren and Robert 
Kennedy, for instance, but not President Johnson. DePugh 
also outlined how critical points of communications and 
electrical power around the country could be seized or 
disrupted. He said we’d have to overthrow the present 
government and install our own political arm. DePugh gave 

me half of a dollar bill serial number J56077322A 

and told me a courier would use the other half to identify 
himself to me when he arrived some time in the future with 
instructions. I was to stay in Virginia only as long as 
it took to set up a network of from 15 to 20 people, and 
then move to Kansas City where I would continue to run the 
network through an assistant, who would be the only member 
of the network who would know my true identity. When I 
returned to Kansas City, he said, I was to insert a Help- 
Wanted ad in the Kansas City Star for several days. This 
would be my signal to the Minutemen that I was back in 
town. DePugh suggested that I move into a certain 
apartment complex in South Kansas City, taking a particular 
apartment that would enable me to keep a parking lot under 
surveillance. 1 have later learned that the apartm ent

"MINUTEMEN" 



The "Minut.emen" was organized in June, 1960. Its present 
headquarters sire Norborne, Missouri. Robert B< DePugh, Norborne, 
Missouri, has been publicly identified as the National Coordinator 
of the organization. DePugh has stated the membership of the 
"Minutemen" to be in excess of 35,000 members, however, confidential 
sources state this figure is greatly exaggerated and that a more 
true estimate would be between 800 and 2,000 members. Statements 
by DePugh and literature distributed by the organization indicate 
its purpose to be the resistance to, and exposure 6f,the spread of 
Communist influence within the United States; for the formation of 
a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops of any 
* foreign powers which might eventually occupy this country; and 
resist passage of laws which would regulate private ownership of 
firearms . 


The Kansas City Star newspaper has on numerous occasions con- 
tained articles concerning the "Minutemen" , wherein it was stated that 
members of the organization participate in maneuvers utilizing 
guerrilla tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other 
firearms. DePugh has publicly stated the "Minutemen" as art organ- 
ization does not buy or store arms or* ammunition; however, individual 
members are urged to maintain arms and ammunition, which is their 
constitutional right. "Minutemen" has given instructions in the use 
of explosive 'compounds from such readily accessible ingredients . 
as common fertilizer, ammonium nitrate. Robert DePugh, along with 
his close associate Walter Patrick Peyson and Troy Haughton, West 
Coast Regional Coordinator, were convicted in U.S. District Court 
of violation of the Federal Firearms Act. Allwere sentenced to 
prison and all are free on bond pending their dppealss to the 8th 
Circuit Court of Appeals, St. Louis, Missouri. 

On October 30, 1966, the New York City Police .Department 
arrested 19 members of the "Minutemen" , charging them with "conspiracy 
to commit arson", and "Illegal possession of firearms". An inventory 
of firearms seized as a result of these arrests included 115 rifles, 
26 handguns, 8 automatic weapons, 3 bazookas, 2 mortars, 1 anti-tank 
gun and an unknown quantity of ammunition, 

' In Apirl, 1966, DePugh stated the "Minutemen" organization 
wad then -dividing itself into two bodies? One group to be members 
who have be eh ’"able to maintain their identity in complete secrecy 
from the public and government investigative agencies, and the other 
group to be made up of members who have been publicly identified and 
who will become active in the Patriotic Party. The first group will 
go completely undergound and will continue to emphasize intelligence 
activities and resistance warfare training programs. The first nat- 
ional convention of the Patriotic Party was held July 3 and 4, 1966, 
at Kansas City, Missouri , with DePugh acting as .chairman. About 300 
individuals attended this convention. The second annual convention of 
the Patriotic Party was held July 2,3, 8 4, 1967, Kansas City, Kansas, 
with approximately 240 persons attending. DePugh resigned as National 
Chairman at the convention ,however, he stated he would continue in an 
advisory capacity. The delegates, at DePugh’.s urging, endorsed 
former governor of Alabama, George Wallace and William Penn Patrick, 
millionaire cosmetics manufacturer of San Rafael, California, as 
president and vice president candidates in the 1968 elections.

BACKGROUND 


In mid-December, 1967, an informant of the Seattle 
Office (since exposed) began reporting that a group of MINUTEMEN 
were making plans to rop captioned banks and that some of the 
loot would be used to finance the MINUTEMEN organization. 
Surveillances of meetings between various members of the gang 


were observed by Special Agents of the Seattle Office and 
the night before the target date of 1/26/68, the Seattle 

informant, with authority granted by the AG, I

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The plans of the gang were almost incredible 
from the start, including plans to take over the police 
departments in Redmond and Des Moines . On the last night , 
the plans were changed to bypass the police departments 
but instead use diversionary tactics by setting fires to 
two barns with molotov cocktails and blowing up the . 
electric le power for the entire town ofc Redmond. 

DE PUGH and PEYSON were not physically members 
of the gang that were actually going to rob the banks and 
these two were not named as subjects in the original complaint 
filed by Seattle on 1/26/68. 

At the time of the arrest "of the seven subjects 
in Seattle, on 1/26/68, after the gang had started to 
assemble for this strike at the banks, and through subsequent 
use of search warrants, many firearms, thousands of rounds 
of ammunition, molotov cocktails, dynamite, brass knuckles, 
gas masks, and other paraphernalia were seized, along with 
documents detailing each man’s duties and the fact that each 
member was expected to help DE PUGH "build the organization 
and consequently rewin our country," 

FEDERAL PROCESS OUTSTANDING 


On 1/26/68, seven of the subjects, which did not 
include PEYSON and DE PUGH, were arrested on the basis of a 
complaint filed at Seattle charging them with violation of 
T18, USC, Section 371, Conspiracy to Commit Bank Robbery.

REPORTED MINUTEMEN PLANS 


Information has been independently received 
from separate sources who have close knowledge of the 
MINUTEMEN organization that in the summer of 1967, at 
a MINUTEMEN training camp in Colorado, DE PUGH advocated 
robbing banks and committing other crimes to finance the 
MINUTEMEN underground. These same sources have revealed 
that the MINUTEMEN have 19 or 20 "strike teams" throughout 
the United States who are responsible for carrying out 
assassinations, bombing assigned targets, and committing 
larceny, burglary, robberies, and bank robberies.

The MINOTEMEN reportedly have definite plans 
to kidnap the former USA in Missouri who prosecuted 
DE PUGH for violation of the Federal Firearms Act; they 
reportedly plan to kill persons who were witnesses in that 
trial, as well as ATTU and FBI Agents; they reportedly 
plan to kill all informants or members of the MINUTEMEN 
who cooperate with Federal officials; and one source has 
said that if DE PUGH is arrested again, the strike teams 
will immediately begin killing all 'the Federal officials 
they can over the United States. 

OTHER PERTINENT INFORMATION - 

One source has reported that DE PUGH goes 
well armed; thatlE PUGH is guarded 24 hours a day by 
men in automobiles; that DE PUGH usually has a pistol on 
his person; that DE PUGH has hand granades; that DE PUGH, 
has rifles in his automobile and reportedly this automobile 
has air vents so a guard can hide in the trunk. 

PEYSON is currently a possible suspect in the 
bombing of the Soviet Embassy in Washington, D.G. , on 
2/21/68, and WFO has instructed that when PEYSON is located, 
he should be questioned concerning his whereabouts early 
morning of 2/12/68. 


LEADS 


ALL OFFICES: 

The Bureau has instructed that all offices immediately 
contact informants and reliable sources having knowledge of 
MINUTEMEN and right-wing organizations and activities for 
information regarding whereabouts of DE PUGH and PEYSON so 
that these two persons can be apprehended at the earliest 
possible moment.

Dear Fellow Americans: 


In a special bulletin we told you the U.S. Supreme Court just ruled 
that, the National Firearms Act requiring registration of machine guns is 
unconst itut iori~ *. This is a tremendous victory for those who believe in the 
citizens 1 rig'*;.- co own and bear arms. This also almost guarantees a reversal 
in the conviction of Minutemen leaders sentenced to several years in jail on 
Conspiracy to .violate; this act.. They now have’ a chance to re-argue their case. 

Our joy, however, has been dampened considerably by a recent report 
that Minutemen leaders, Mr. DePugh and others,, are to- be indicted- with conspiracy 
to* rob- severa;! banks in the state of Washington. Conspiracy has vast implica- 
tions., according to the law, and we feel this charge is made mostly to once 
again get these leaders in jail and in a position where they are completely 
useless to the cause. We may never know accurate details of this charge, but 
we do know our enemies will take every chance to stop these leaders from carry- 
ing out their work. 

The organization has made great strides' in the last several months. 

They have tightened security and have offered almost continuous training sessions. 
They have disseminated information that patriots can get from no other source. 
They, have released information that Cuba is supporting "black power" in this 
country and they are giving weapons to build up this group. The Minutemen have 
also helped patriots by advising what they should do in case of riots, how they 
can best take care of themselves, and defense materials they can make and keep 
on hand. The organization has continued to. build its intelligence files and 
are making lists of subversives available to law enforcement agencies. We have 
gained a lot of support in this endeavor and the need for such knowledge is 
becoming very evident to those whose duty it is to protect the American people. 

Although the Minutemen have been outlawed in the state .of New York, 
they have become stronger and have agreater following since members there were 
arrested for attempting to show the people that communists were practically 
working at their doorsteps. 

As times get worse, more and more people will look to the Minutemen 
organization for help, Let's keep our organization strong and' its' leaders free.
